As a result H u erta is in receipt of 
a reply from this governm ent which 
is in effect an ultim atum .

Augustin F. Knight Settled in St. Paul

He was eighty-

wars. 
He cam e to St. Paul In 1856 
and since has been a prom inent figure. 
In recent years he was too old for 
practice of his profession and has 
passed out of the lives of the younger 
generation. 
Mr. K night was born in New York 
state. 
He was graduated from the
